It does not require a very intricate 
process of reasoning to arrive at the 
conclusion that the direction in which 
the retail merchant may he expected 
to exert his vote. his influence and his 
power will depend pietty much upon 
his personal prosperity— or lack of it. 
In the first place, he pays taxes ac­ 
cording to his prosperity, and

In the second place, any 
man’s mental attitude toward the ex­ 
penditure of money, public or private;

pinch and scrape mental attitude to 
bear upon public business. 
If, on the 
other hand, his own affairs are in a

prosperous conditon, he is more than 
apt to be liberal-minded in regard to 
public affairs. 
Not only will he lend 
his vote, his influence and whatever 
power he may possess, his nfltience 
and whatever power he may possess 
to the extension of public benefits— 
to progress, iii other words— but he 
will go down into his own pocket for 
contributions in behalf of the welfare 
of his community, when * the 
arises.

scales weigh too heavy when I sell sugar and too light when I buy but­ 
ter. 
I am a thief, a liar and a grafter. 
If I smile I am a soft soapy hypo 
critc; if I don’t I am a grump 
Yes. this is certainly a snap.* 
And then

The report of the Wisconsin state 
barbers’ board of examiners just re­ 
ceived here, copies of which have been 
mailed to all the active barbers of the 
state, the above "don’ts” are printed in 
particularly large type. 
During the time since the law has 
been in effect 828 persons have been 
examined, and of this number 
525 
passed and 303 failed. 
All persons 
who had been barbers at the time the 
law went into effect were not com­ 
pelled to take the exam ination, but 
had to pay the regular fee of $1 a year. 
Over $500 Deficit 
The money which is collected by the 
barbers’ board is used in paying the 
expenses of the commission. 
At the 
end of the first year. July 1904, the 
balance on hand was $20.85. 
At the 
close of the second year. July 1, 1905, 
there was deficit of $54395. 
This 
year there was balance in the treas­ 
ury of $1.96. 
During the past year the grand total 
of money collected was $3,634, and the 
total expenses of the commission were 
$3,632.04, leaving a balance on hand 
of $1.96. 
In the period of time, 419 
persons had taken the examination, of 
which 240 passed and 179 failed. 
The board is composed of 
three 
members: President Alex R. Douhan, 
of Superior: Henry Heine, treasurer. 
Reedsburg: and Secretary. M. ti. Wit- 
akcr, of M ilw a u k e e . 
Scores Dinky Shops 
In tile report Secretary Whitaker de­ 
clares that the greatest trouble arises 
in strictly enforcing 
tile 
law. 
He 
says that after an 
apprentice 
has 
worked as such for a year he often 
goes out to open a shop of his own 
and comes to take the next examina­ 
tion. In many cases he fails and often, 
has to sell his shop at a great sacri­ 
fice. 
While it is a hard thing to do 
the law has to he enforced, declares 
the secretary. 
“There are not too many barbers,” 
declares the report, but there are too 
many poor barbers and too many bar­ 
ber shops. 
W hat is needed is more 
good barbers and less poor ones, and 
larger and cleaner shops, and not so

Undertakers Violate Law 
“We have many inquiries Regarding 
the shaving of a corpse by the under­ 
taker and the question is, lias lie a 
right to do it. 
In answer we will say 
that if the undertaker made a specific J 
charge for shaving the corpse lie will j 
he liable to prosecution and fine for 
the violation of the barber law, but 
the fact is that the undertaker makes 
no specific charge for “shaving,” but 
lie puts in his bill for “preparing the 
corpse for burial,” and therefore lie 
cannot be fined for shaving the corpse 
as long as you cannot prove that he 
has made a specific charge for that 
part of the work.” 
Six lady barbers are practising the 
profession in Wisconsin.
